DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 12-30-2008, which has been entered. 
Claims 1-3, 5-15 are allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to anticipate or render obvious the combination a cage for ball bearings as set forth 
in claims 1 and 10, and most significantly, requires circumferential spaced apart flanks 
on the retaining lugs, and wherein the circumferential spacing between the flanks, which 
face one another across a circumferential gap between adjacent retaining lugs, 
increases in the direction of the rotational axis, and claim 10 requires the cage having 
retaining lugs which are elastically resilient for axially securing the cage in an annular 
groove of an inner ring, each of the retaining lugs protruding from one of the side walls, 

And circumferential flanks on the retaining lugs extend in an inclined manner with 
respect to one another.
